stances of  the  c.ase  rcipnrc  : upon  tiling  sueh  aifidavit 
with  the  Local  Agent,  and  on  payment  to  him  of  an 
o.Tiee  fee  of  ten  dollars,  such  person  shall  receive  a 
receipt  I'rom  ilie  Local  Agent  according  to  the  form  F 
in  the  schedule  to  this  Act;  ami  such  receipt  shall  be 
a cerlLicatc  of  entry,  and  shall  be  authority  to  the 
])erson  obtaining  it  to  go  into  possession  of  the  land 
described  in  it: 

2.  If  a person  obtaining  homestead  entry  applies  for 
and  obtains  at  tiie  same  time  a pre-emption  entry,  he 
shall  pay  to  the  Local  Agent  a further  oifice  fee  of  ten 
dollars,  and  shall  receive  therefor  from  him  a rcceiiit 
in  like  form,  and  having  like  effect  to  that  prescribed 
for  homestead  entry  :
